The enforcement 
of fhls law has met with many dif- 
ficulties nnd with the initial steps 
taken the people are rery rnncb 
pleased. Mt. Sterling, under auspices 
of the W. C. T. U., celebrated the 
nnni\ersary with a program in which 
Dr. J. L. Clark was spokesman, In- 
troducing subjects and speakers. 
Judge IT. R. Prewitt was the first 
speaker introduced. His address was 
instructive from a legal standpoint 
»nd also as to the manner of en- 

f forcement of the law. He spoke as 
representative of Judge of the Coun- 
ty Court, prosecuting attorney, as 
well as giving personal views. Judge 
Prewitt told his audience that under 
this amendment and the Volstead 
Enforcement Act all violations, 

y whether the moonshiner, who made 
and sold, the bootlegger or the pur- 
chaser, each came under the same 
law as criminals^ and would be so 
dealt with. He urged the people 
co-operate with officials, that 
pnblio and public servants "may ef- 
fectively enforce the Volstead Act. 

Hoffman Wood, for 9 years a U. 
S. Commissioner, reviewed in part 
incidentsUhat had come before him, 
told of tne difficulties encountered 
in suspecting, arresting and 
victing violators of the revenue 
law*; that there are people that 
would give information but would 
not permit the use of names in order 
that warrants could be issued, and 
the guilty brought to justice. Mr. 
Wood recited many instances and 
urged the good people to oo-operate 
with officials, county, state and fed- 
eral, in bringing violators to justice, 
that the manufacturer of moonshine 
liquors and bootlegging be put to 
an end 

County Attorney W. A. Samuels 
spoke next on the subject, "Does 
Prohibition Prohibit?" His remarks 
were brief and to the point and by 
declaration, argument and vision 
was forceful in pressing home the 
fact that here, as elsewhere, "pro- 
hibition does prohibit." 

At the close others were asked to 
give views as to the enforcement of 
the laws to which Rev. B .W. Trimble 
said he anticipated the need of vigi- 
lance and rigid effort and that he 
could be counted on to do his part, 
Owing to the lateness of the hour 
the meeting closed after directing 
the W. C. T. U. aud ministers of the 
city in conjunction with the officials 
of the courts to meet in the Women's 
Host Rooms and name a committee 
whose business it will be to detect, 
«ause to be arraigned and prosecut- 
ed, any violat ors of the law.

The local tobacco nWrkct Ye- 
opened in this city this morning, 
after having been closed since Jan- 
uary f>% due to a general dissatis- 
faction among growers owing to the 
price offered by the manufacturers. 

Although the price is still low and 
nothing to be compared with prices 
ol the past two years, the market 
showed 1 considerable improvement 
over the opening sale. A large crowd 
was on the floor and biJdinyr wns 
spirited, the Reynolds Company be- 
ing the laegest buyer of the moan- 
ing. Prices ranged from one-fourth 
cent to 42 cents pet pound, and 
there were practically no rejections, 
farmers seemin'g to have decided to 
accept the best offer. The quality 
being offered over the FArmers' 
floor this morning was very inferior 
and the floor average will likely be 
very low. The sale at this house will 
likely be completed this afternoon 
and the next sale will be held at the 
Whitehall, followed by the Rohert- 
soh. All Doors are filled and there 
are many wagons waiting to be un- 
loaded.

Operation Within 9 Miles ol Mt. Sterling 



Tobacco Meeting Inclement Weather 

Is Well Attended Makes Business Dull 



>Tlie Central Shale Oil Corpora- 
tion, incorporated under the laws of 
Delaware for $1,000,000 capital 
stock, the stock being largely owned 
by Pittsburgh and Ohio parties, has 
purchased outright about 1000 acres 
of land on Slate creek about 9 miles 
from this city on the K. ft S. A. 
division! of the C. ft O., and weather 
permitting, will begin work within 
the next few days as preliminary 
steps to, the construction of a plant 
by which oil will be taken from the 
shale and utilieed. 

Mr. V. O. Foulk, of Pittsburgh, 
secretary of the company, is in this 
city, and is our authority for all in- 
formation contained in this article. 
He states there js on this 1000 acres 
of land sufficient shale to supply a 
plant having a dnily capacity of 
1000 tons for 300 years. The com- 
pany will start with a 250-ton dnu\y 
capacity as a unit, and estimate that 
they will within a few years reach a 
capacity of several thousand tons 
daily. The first work will be the 
construction of a switch three- 
fourths of a mile in length to the K. 
ft S. A. Railroad, going up lVwn 
Branch to a point where the plant Is 
to be located. The compnny esti- 
mates its ultimate expenditure at 
$500,000. It is estimated there is 
sufficient shale on the acreage of 
the company to produce 40.000,000 
barrels s>l oil of a high grade equal 
to the Pennsylvania oil. This oil 
will l>e refined, producing gasoline, 
kerosene, lubricating oil, paraffin 



wax, fire-proof roofingmntcnrial, rub- 
ber tire filler, ammonia, which will 
be converted into, a high grade fer- 
tiliser, making 40 ponnds to each 
ton of shale and is a valuable by- 
product. This sbale will also pro- 
duce a fuel gas sufficient to run the 
entire plant and also supply the city 
of Mt. Sterling and other nearby 
cities.

The members of the Fiscal Court for said county present for your 
information and most careful consideration the above statement of the 
financial condition of said county dn the close of business on June 30th, 
1920; it being the close of the fiscal year, 1919: 

Also a statement of the receipts and disbursements from June 30th, 
1910, to July 1, 1920, as shown by the books of the County Treasurer, etc 

Below find a summary of the claims allowed and following same an 
itemized list of nil claims allowed. 

The county gets its return from the taxes, practically all in Novem 
ber and December end from that time on we had some surplus in the 
various funds up to June 1, 1920; this surplus the court loaned to the 
United States government, and in return therefor the court received 
$194.70 in Interest.

LEVY FOR SCHOOL PURPOSES 

The court received the following communication from the County 
Boail of Education, winch is in woeds and figures as follows: 
"To the Fiscal Court of Montgomery County— Gentlemen : 
The County Board of Edocation of Montgomery County, Kentucky, 
pu.-snant to the rules of the State Board of Education as directed by the 
laws of this Commonwealth (being Acts of the General Assembly 120, ap- 
proved March 22nd, 1920) hereby submits an itemized statement or budget 
showing the amount of money needed for supplementing teachers' salaries 
mprovements, repairs, furniture, etc., and for the maintenance and sup- 
port of the schools under the jurisdiction of our Board of Education for 
the succeeding school year 1920-1921. After deducting the state funds 
available the amount which will be needed to be raised by local taxation, 
including the rate of levy necessary to raise such amount, vix: 

Teachers' and other salaries s _ $32000.00 

Furniture and apparatus 1000.00 

Fuel and other supplies 1000.00 

General expenses 1459.84 

Building and repairs ^ ... * 10000.00 

Of this sum we receive from the State of Kentucky approximately 
$12,000, leaving abalance to be supplied by local taxation of $33,459.84. 

The total assessed valuation of all property subject to taxation for 
school purposes in this county, as shown by the County Clerk amounts to 
$9,113,098. Based on this valuation, it will be necessary, in order to 
raise the funds needed as shown in the foregoing statement, to make a levy 
of 35c on each one hundred dollars of taxable property, which is subject 
to the tax, located in this county. 

We respectfully request that the Fiscal Court shall also impose upon 
each legal voter residing in this County, who is subject hereto, a capitali- 
sation tax of one dollar. 

The foregoing statement is respectfully submitted by order of the 
Montgomery County Board of Education on this third day of May, 1920.

As announced in our report of last year and through the local news- 
papers the United States government was distributing to the various 
counties army trucks^ this county was allotted and has received one 
Velie truck and two four- wheel- drive, three ton trucks. We only got the 
chassis and we have had each of these trucks fitted up with dump bodies 
for the purpose of hauling ston eon our roads. Two of these trucks had 
set out in the weather so long that thoy were badly damaged and we had to 
replace many parts and are still having to do so from time to time. The 
dump bodies and repairs on these trucks have cost the county about four 
thousand dollars U date. During the past weeks we have been using these 
trucks' in hauling stone; however, THEY ARE VERY EXPENSIVE TO 
OPERATE and keep in repair.

LOT, WAREHOUSE AND BARN 

To take care of our road trucks, machinery, teams, wagons, etc., and 
for storing bridge lumber, culverts and other supplies the county, as men- 
tioned in the report of last year, we purchased from Mr. I. F. Tabb at the 
cost of Seven thousand dollars, a brick warehouse, with metal roof, lo- 
cated on the North side of Locust street, across the street from the Ship 
ping pens; in connection with same there is a large lot in the rear; this is 
an excellent piece of property and was badly needed by the county for 
the above named purposes, and in the opinion of the court and other 
parties it was a good purchase and could now be sold at a profit. The 
cost price ($7,000.00) of the above warehouse was paid in cash out of the 
general Junds during the fiscal year 1919. We have had same fitted up 
with a blacksmith shop, water, electricity and a 500-gallon gasoline tank 
and pump and buy our supplies at wholesale. 



CONDITION OF OUR ROADS 

Fall of 1919 our roads were in fairly good condition and compared fa- 
vorably or better than the roads in Boarbon and Clark. Winter of 1919- 
1920 was very wet and many wailing rains oue after another tore up what 
work we were able to do. It has been almost impossible to get sufficient 
labor and impossible to get material at all, except In a mist limited way. 

In Fall 1919 we advertised for two thousand rods of rock to be put 
on the various roads of the county, and we would uave same spread; we 
only got bids on about three or foutar hundred. We endeavored to get rock 
from other counties, but failed; tried to have rock shipped from Carter 
County and were only able to get a few carloads of chips. The railroad 
would only permit the Olive Hill fuarry to ship rock or furnish them cars. 
We have been working mostly on the Camargo and Paris roads, neither of 
which had any work done on them and trying to get them in shape to be 
taken over by the state. 

We realise that our roads are in very bad condition and at present 
there is no way that we can see to better them but very little in view of

Resorts throughout Kentucky will 
not be given permits to open up next 
season or. in the esse) of thos& which 
ore open the year around, to con- 
tinue to operate unless the drinking 
water that they nee -is absolutely 
safe, unless they have an adequate 
system for the disposal of sewerage, 
and unless their kitchens and dining- 
rooms are screened against flies. 

Notice to this effect will be for- 
mally given all the resorts of the* 
state by Dr. 'A. T. MeCormaek, 
State Health Officer, Louisville, and 
later in the year Dr. J. It Whitten 
berg, State 8anitary Inspector, will 
visit the resorts to see that they 
have made or are making plans to 
comply with these requirements. 

This action was taken by the 
State Board of Health after Dr. Me- 
Cormaek had received a letter from 
the City Health Officer at Cincin- 
nati informing him that every one of 
the seven members of a family 
which spent last summer i» a Ken- 
tucky resort had had tvphoid fever, j 

The water supply of the Jfcsort 
wns investigated nnd it was discov- 
ered that it had two springs, one 
above the hotel nnd one below it, the 
upper one perfectly safe, but the 
lower one contaminate^ by a leak 
from a sewer. Inquiry brought to 
light the fact that the seven people 
who had been ill with typhoid fever 
all hni used water from the lower 
spring.
